Maine Also Names Dele- 
gates Today and Assures 


Roosevelt of Majority 


Without Instructions. 


By the Associated Press. 
Supporters of Governor Franklin 
D. Roosevelt for the democratic nomi- 
nation for president found Monday 
anything but blue, as indications in 
three sections of the nation promised 
substantial support at Chicago for the 


New York excutive. 

In Missouri, where the star of for- 
mer Senator James A. Reed dims all 
other luminaries, the Roosevelt sup- 
porters forced the state democratic 
convention into a compromise and 
broke the formed instructions to “vote 
for Reed on every ballot.” After a 
full day and night session the «onven- 
tion @lopted a resolution pledging the 
delegation to “‘use all honorable means 
within their power” to obtain the nom- 
ination of the former senator. The 
convention did not bind the delegates 
to stay with Reed until personally re- 
Jeased as was the case four years ago. 

In Iowa, where the democrats gath- 
er today, Roosevelt support was de- 

clared to be too strong to be stopped, 
and both opponents and supporters 
were free in their forecasts that the 
"6 Iowa votes would be pledged to the 
governor. 

Maine, where democracy also gath- 
ers in state convention today, expected 
a quiet gathering and leaders of the 
party predicted an uninstructed dele- 
gation with Roosevelt supporters being 
named to a majority of the places. 
Roosevelt workers were converging on 
the state, headed by the governor's 
son, and It was declared possible that 
a fight for an instructed delegation 
would be made, but that in the final 
analysis the delegation would go un- 
pledged but controlled by Roosevelt 
delegates. 

Chairman Raskob, at Washington, 
announced the personnel of the com- 
mittee on arrangements for the Chi- 
cago convention, naming to the com- 
mittee Senator Barclay, of Kentucky, 
an avowed Roosevelt supporter, and 
Jouett Shouse. It was thought that 
one of these two would be selected as 
the party’s keynoter. Major John 8. 
Cohen, of Atlanta, was named on the 
committee as were the five vice chair- 


, men of the party. 


In Massachusetts the Roosevelt sup- 
porters opened theirsactive campaign 
for an instructed delegation with three 
meetings in the state. Mayor Curley, 
of Boston, is leading the drive. The 
Smith supporters have not as yet 
opened their campaign.

WASHINGTON, March 28.—(UP) 
Speaker John N. Garner, will resort 
toa personal appeal tomorrow from 


the floor in a dramatic effort to re- 
store order to the confused tag bill 
situation in the house which has 
brought down criticism upon him and 
his democratie leadership. 

The necessity of a strong guiding 
hand was further emphasized today 
when democrats engaged in an open 
and bitter party row on the floor 
over tariff amendmente inserted in,the 
revenue bill by democratic support. 

This squabble reached the point 
where -Representative Charles R. 
Crisp, democrat, Georgia, the buffeted 
leader of the tax fight, frankly warn- 
ed democrats that they must get to- 
gether, pointing ominously to the fall- 
ing New York stock market. This 
was the first time that this business 
argument had been used publicly to 
rally democrats and remind them, of 
their responsibility. 

Seclusion Abandoned. 

Crisp’s warning and word that the 
Texas eens who secluded himself 
during the sales tax fight, would take 
the floor in a personal plea for party 
solidarity behind a program that 
would balance the budget, served im- 
mediately to sober democratic forces. 

Returning to consideration of the 
mutilated bill, the house promptly

from his income total. Under the 
present law, he can deduct $90,000.

Emphatic in making this prediction 
were John K. Ottley, president of the 
First National Bank of Atlanta; 
Leonard P. Ayres, a business statis- 
tician and vice -president of the 
Cleveland Trust Company, and Ru- 
dolph EF echt, New Orleans, president 
‘of the economic policy commission of 
the American Bankers’ Association. 

John K, Ottley, president of the 
First National Bank of Atlanta, Ga., 
criticized various features of the bill. 
He suggested that in view of the re- 
strictions that would be placed on 
banking affiliates, banking groups be 
oe ay to reorganize as branch 

anks by changing the measure to 
permit branch banking by national 
institutions everywhere it is forbidden 
under state laws. 

Instead of the provisions of the bill 
giving the federal reserve board great- 
er regulatory power, he contended the 
best method would be for the board 
to achieve the desired regulation by 
exercising its present function. of 
changing the rediscount rate. 

Members of the committee, includ- 
ing Senator Glass, democrat, Vir- 
ginia, chairman df the subcommittee 
which drew the measure after more 
than a year’s study, questioned the 
witnesses closely.

He declined to discuss the informa- 
tion he had passed on to the father 
of the child who was stolen 27 days 


'ago from his crib, but twice he spoke 


of the “optimism” he and two other 
prominent Norfolk residents, acting 
with him as intermédiaries, have that 
the missing baby will be returned to 
his parents. 

“The conference was the result of a 
contact made with the kiduapers,” he 
said. 

“Did Colonel Lindbergh receive your 
information with optimism?’ he was 
asked.

He said demand 
for cellulose, used in making. paper, 
explosives, combs, tooth brushes, bil- 
liard balls. laminated glass, in produc- 
tion of rayon and hundreds of other 
objects, was growing so rapidly that 
extensive production must be resorted 
to. And cotton is the best of 2,000 
varieties of plants found to be poten- 
tial sources of the needed substance. 


The 


The present drawback is, however, 
that there are no mills for unscram- 
bling the mixture of cotton boll cellu- 
lose and the quite different cellulose 
of the stalk, from the rest of the plant. 
When such a device or formula is ob- 
tained, the new cotton industry will 
have been launched. 

Cotton grown for its cellulose con- 
i tent will be produced at a cost of 2 
/eents a pound, Skinner predicted. He 
| based his observations on experiments 
| now under way at the University of 
North Carolina. 

Growers of cellulose cotton, how- 
ever, will ignore the basic principle 
of regular cotton—fibre length—so im- 
portant in the making of fabrics. 

Skinner said production of cellu- 
lose cotton “must be accompanied by 
new uses for cotton fabrics, since it 
would be economically wrong to dis- 
regard the value of long staple in this 
fibre.” 

He outlined some of the new uses 
to which cotton fabric were being put:

As foreign secretary of that 
republic he has initiated and negotiat- 
ed a number of highly important com- 
mercial treaties with the United 
States, France, Japan, Italy and Den; 
mark. He is an author of note on 
subjects of political and economic na- 
ture, and has been decorated with the 
Grand Cross of the White Rose of 
Finland, as well as with high tokens 
of other European governments. 

On a tour of the United States un- 
der the auspices of the Jay Madden 
Corporation, manufacturers and djs- 
and pulp, Mr. 
Procope accepted, through the head of 
that organization, the invitation of 
George A. Bland, chairman of the in- 
ternational service committee of the 
Rotary Club of Atlantd, an invitation 
to attend a meeting of the club here 
at which he will describe world condi- 
tions.

PROTESTING STUDENTS 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 28.— 


(P)—Eastern college students, aggriev- 
ed by alleged mistreatment at the 
hands of Tennessee law officers, laid 
their complaints before Governor Hen- 
ry H. Horton today, but instead of 
sympathy received advice on how to 
comport themselves. 

“We welcome people to our parks 
and public placgs, but we don’t want 
a lot of bolshevists, communists or 
anarchists interfering with the dignity 
of Tennessee,” the executive blunfly 
told the six representatives of the col- 
lege group that had been expelled 
from the coal mining district of Ken- 
tucky and claimed they were sub- 
jected to further “indignities” across 
the- border in Tennessee. 

“I deny that we were guided by 
communists or that there was any 
communistic influence «ever our) 
group,” said Rob Hall, of Columbia | 
University, spokesman for the six, | 
who, with the entire group of the na- 
tional college committee, had attempt- 
ed to see Governor Horton at the 
executive mansion shortly after dawn, 
but had been sent away. . 

Hall reiterated this statement to 
newspapermen as the delegation went | 
to the attorney-general’s office to leave | 
a copy of their protest, which “in- | 
sisted” that immediate ouster proceed- 
ings be started against Deputy Sheriff 
Robinson, of Claiborne county, ac- 
cused by the students of “brutally as- 
saulting”’ one of their number. Sheriff 
Frank Riley also was accused of forc- 
ing the group to make a non-stop 
trip through Claiborne county. . 

While the students stood around the 
governor’s desk, Hall read the sharp | 
complaint against what they termed | 
violation of their constitutional rights 
and personal assault. | 

“Is that all you have to say?” ask- | 
ed the governor. Advised that it was, 
Governor Horton began a cross-exam- 
ination. Told the students had sought 
to make a study of economic and so- 
ciological conditions in the mine fields, 
he asked who invited them. 

“We were not invited,” Hall re- 
plied, and the governor interpreted 
this to mean they were “uninvited 
guests.” Hall declared, however, they 
did not come as “gnests” at all. 

Horton said if the students were 
“deeply interested” in studying condi- 
tions in. the mine district, then the 
proper thing to do was to ask per- | 
mission to go into the mines, and he) 
believed if their purpose was _ leziti- 
mate they would be admitted. 'How- | 
ever, he added, if their purpose was | 
to “stir up strife, you would not be 
allowed to go,” and the proper pro- 
cedure for the students then was to 
“go home.” They had no right on 
private property without permission, 
he explained.
